Education  has  been  given  numerous  definitions,  some 
in  parts  contradictory  but  all  deal  directly  with  the 
individual.  Today,  with  the  world  fifled  with  so  many 
different  ideologies,  we,  as  educators  should  strive  to 
inculcate  in  the  minds  of  our  pupils  those  ideals  which 
will  best  fit  them  for  life  once  they  have  left  behind  them 
their  days  at  Antrim  High  School.  We  are  in  the  dark 
concerning  v/hat  the  future  hoids  in  store  for  them,  but 
are  cognizant  of  our  responsibility  which  is  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  safeguard  and  perpetuate  those  ideals  of 
democratic  living  and  the  democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment which  so  many  hove  given  so  much  to  preserve. 
We  must  train  our  boys  and  girls  to  live  in  a  democracy 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  will  know  and  fit  into  the 
American  way  of  life.  Today's  students  are  tomorrow's 
citizens. 

An  Administrator's  task  is  largely  determined  by  the 
policies  which  he  is  trying  to  carry  out  and  which  must 
be  determined  by  a  composite  study  of  all  local  and 
other  philosophies  of  education  consistently  interpreted 
in  terms  of  the  regulations  presented  to  him. 

Much  encouragement  is  given  to  all  pupils  of  the 
school  to  practice  the  art  of  courtesy  and  the  cultiva- 
tions of  those  habits  that  lead  to  good  manners  in  their 
dealing  with  others.  Emphasis  is  ploced  on  the  impor 
tonce  of  punctuolity  and  regularity  in  school  attendance, 
both  for  the  reasons  of  fostering  personal  responsibility 
and  also  for  maintoining  suitable  school  morale.  Par- 
ents of  the  pupils  with  perfect  attendance  records  are  to 


be  highly  commended,  for  we  know  that  they  ore  exert- 
ing a  good  influence  on  the  future  performance  of  their 
children.  It  is  with  pride  in  these  achievements  that  we 
present  the  attendance  Honor  Roll.

THE  GENERAL  REPORT 

The  annual  report  should  perhaps  give  us  some  kind 
of  a  picture  of  the  kind  of  education  being  provided 
for  our  youth  from  the  first  grade  on,  but  when  town 
meeting  day  comes  around  we  get  all  "steamed  up"  over 
some  little  item  on  the  warrant,  so  our  over-ail  problems 
wait  yet  another  year  for  discussion.  Probably  the  most 
distressing  feature  of  present  day  reaction  to  education- 
al matters  is  the  extreme  inertia  of  the  layman.  This 
inertia  results  in  a  lack  of  information  which  promotes 
0  lack  of  understanding  and  a  lack  of  sympathy  towards 
the  whole  problem,  of  education.  Most  distressing  is  the 
vehemence  and  the  ignorance  with  which  views  about 
education  are  expressed  publicly  and  privately  by  many 
prominent  people. 

The  basis  of  American  democracy  is  that  ALL  people 
have  value.  Each  individual  has  potential  abilities,  and 
given  a  chance,  can  make  a  unique  contribution  to  the 
good  of  all. 

Even  from  a  narrow,  selfish  point  of  view,  we  cannot 
offord  to  have  on  ignorant  and  suppressed  segment  in 
our  society.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  these  people  are 
with  us.  Each  individual  becomes  a  producer  and  a 
consumer,  hence  an  asset  to  our  economic  life,  or  he 
tails  to  produce  and  becomes  a  liability.  Such  persons 
become  expensive  liabilities  if  they  have  to  be  institu- 
tionalized, when  for  evidence  we  consider  that  America's 
crime  bill  exclusive  of  poverty  is  twelve  billions  annually 
while  her  totol  bill  for  education  is  nearer  two  billions 
annually. 

Here  in  Antrim,  there  is  provided  much  that  is  mod- 
ern in  education.  The  usual  academic  program,  while 
good  for  some  people,  is  not  good  for  all. 

In  our  lower  grades,  there  has  been  provided  many 
of  the  new  texts  of  a  modern  curriculum.  We  still  lack 
certain  other  desirable  features  which  it  is  hoped  may 
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be  provided  as  time  goes  on.  At  North  Branch  the 
school  board  has  had  the  ceiling  lowered,  which  has  ma- 
terially contributed  to  the  comfort  of  the  boys'  and  girls' 
enrolled  there,  by  saving  heat.  Provision  for  a  noon- 
lunch  program  by  Mrs.  Nelson  Davis,  teacher,  has  been 
very  gratefully  received  by  parents  and  pupils  there. 

The  following  table  gives  a  comparison  of  cost  of 
High  School  instruction  in  schools  similar  to  Antrim  in 
pupil  membership:

The  above  data  reveals  that  cost  of  instructiorV  in 
the  High  School  compared  with  costs  in  New  Hamp- 
shire high  schools  with  membership  most  nearly  like  An- 
trim, is  very  favorable.  While  the  average  per  pupil 
cost  was  not  excessively  high  in  comparison,  neither  was 
it  too  low.  The  school  at  Hampstead  is  operated  as  a 
teacher  training  school  for  the  Teachers'  Colleges.  Most 
of  these  schools  offer  no  vocational  training  at  all,  such 
OS  our  commercial  course. 

In  our  upper  grades,  we  completely  lack  any  training 
facilities  in  Home  Economics  and  Shop  training.  These 
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ore  generally  considered  essential  in  the  training  of 
nearly  every  pupil.  Our  commercial  course  is  being  very 
well  conducted  and  should  be  more  thoroughly  inte- 
grated with  every  pupil's  development.  If  we  could  add, 
at  once,  the  courses  in  Home  Economics  for  girls  and 
the  courses  in  Shop  for  the  boys,  beginning  at  least  in 
the  seventh  grade,  we  could  compare  our  schools  fav- 
orably with  the  training  offered  by  other  schools. 

A  plan  whereby  the  above  courses  could  be  put  in  the 
present  building  by  certain  alterations  of  the  existing 
plant  is  probably  the  most  feasible  now.  Certainly  v/e 
gain  nothing  by  waiting.  Perhaps  time  will  bring  us  the 
energy  and  wisdom  necessary  to  promote  the  necessi- 
ties of  a  new  structure,  but  until  then,  it  may  be  prac- 
ticable to  do  something  that  needs  to  be  done,  now. 

I  wish  to  call  your  ottention  to  the  accompanying  re- 
ports. They  contain  very  pertinent  information  concern- 
ing your  schools. 

My  greatest  joy  comes  from  the  patient  cooperation 
of  parents,  teachers,  and  school  board  members  in  the 
promotion  of  better  education  at  all  times  for  these 
children  in  Antrim.
